There has been a long-standing campaign from the time investigation of the CIA 
was ceratin to pin a rap on the Kennedy administration for its misdeed, especially 
with regard to assassinations and domestic intelligence (where it was blamed on 
Johnson, Kennedy's choice as vice president). 

The "E lim i n ation" of Castro story (filed ^astro— Plots Against) is restricted 
to the Kennedy years and Kennedy figures. 

However, it is undisputed that this began with the Eisenhower administration, 
as did all anti-^astro operations from assassinations to invasions. 

There have been apparently dependable and unrefuted reports $ plans to kill 
Castro under the w ixon administration, as recently as this week. 

Whoever leaked this story to the AP was careful to limit the plotting to 
the Kennedy s , JFK and RFK. 

It2can^t be accidental. 

From the AP s ory the possible leakers seem to be limited to the CIA or the 
Rockefeller Commission. 

With the current interest in the WarrenCommission, the personal interests in 
this kind of what amounts to propaganda by Ford and Belin are pretty obvious. It 
seems impossible from the AP story that the source could have been anyone other 
than someone inside the Ford administration. 

It also fits the pattern of studied leaking of recent days that so perfectly 
matches the M.O. of and during the Warren Commission. They have the effect and 
fairly obviously the intent of preparing and fixing the public and media mind frr 
co m i ng disclosures, about the CIA, the Warren Commission and other matters of 
importance to Ford.
